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DE GASPERI BATTLES DIVERGING PARTY ELEMENTS

HRISTIAN Democracy, 

Italy’s leading party, is one 
of Western Europe's . most 
disorganized and incoherent 
political organizations. . And 
yet, with its backing, De Gas- 
peri has succeeded in ruling 
Italy for almost five years. 
And so much has the party 
become identified with its 
leader, that many people won- 
der what will happen to it 
should .De Gasperi be ferced 
to retire from politics 
large industriaksts cannot be 
reconciled with those of the 
farm day-labourers or of the 
factory workers. It was there- 
fore inevitable that Christian 
Democracy should split along 
class lines into left and right 
wings. 


Left and Right Wings 


The left wing supports the 
farmers and the factory work- 
ers in their struggle for re- 
forms, considering these the 
only effective instrument to 
fight Communism. Politically, 
the left-wingers are very close 
to Catholic Action and to the 
Church hierarchy, and in- 
transigent in requesting the 
Strictest application of Ca- 
tholic doctrines. If they should 
ever get control of the party, 
their fanaticism would prob- 
ably destroy every vestige of 
democracy in Italy. They bit- 
terly oppose De Gasperi for 
his paternalism and pragmat- 
ism. 

The right wing is conserv- 
ative socially, but politically 
believes in at least some of 
the principles upon which de- 
mocracy is founded. There is 
an ¢é¢xplanation for this ap- 
parent paradox the  ieft- 
wingers are integrally Catho- 
lics while most right-wingers 
consider the Church as a con- 
genial instrument of social 
conservation, but are other- 
wise quite disinterested in its 
doctrines 

The political orientation of 
Christian Democfacy varies 
from. region to region. In the 
north, especially in the Vene- 
to, it is quite progressive. At 


Contrary to common belief, 
Christian Democracy is a no- 
veity in Italian polities, and 
most of its drawbacks derive 
from iack of tradition. Rarely 
do we consider that De Gas- 
peri is the fire: Catholic to be- 
come Premier of Italy and 
that only after the second 
World War has a Catholic 
party achieved national im- 
portance. The attempt made 
by Luigi Sturzo after the first 
World War to organize Ca- 
tholics for political action was 
short lived, due to the advent 
of fascism to power. When the 
Italian government took Rome 
away from the Popé in 1870, 
Catholics were ordered by 
papal decree to abstain from 
any sort of political activity 
Only after the Lateran Pact 
of 1929 had marked the en 
of the conflict between Church 
and State, did the Vatican 
rescind this decision 

When fascism fell, follow- 
ed shortly afterwards by the 
monarchy, only Catholic or- 
ganizations survived the catas- 
trophe. The other political par- 
ties were slowly and painfully 
taking shape —— a hard task 
after thirty years of dictator- 
ship and -a bloody civil war 
.. while Catholic Action was 
providing Christian Democra- 
cy with an ideology, a rank 
and file. a leadership and 4 
perfect propaganda machine- 
ry. Catholics had thus an im- 
tial advantage and exploited 
it fully 


Dangers from Within

Future Unsettied 
So far De Gasperi has suc- 


ceeded, in spite of great dif- 


ficulties, in keeping the party 
together. He has certainly 
proved to be one of the abies 
politicians in modern Italian 
history. 

At this moment it is impos- 
sible to foresee what the fu- 
ture holds in store for Christ- 
jan Democracy. At the next 
national elections many right- 
ists who supported Christian 
Democracy for its anti-Com- 
munist programme, might 
switch their support to a more 
openly nationalist party. The 
left will also be an element 
of disintegration. Should Com- 
munism cease from being such 
a burning issue or should the 
middie class look elsewhere 
for an alternative — to a re- 
constituted socialist party for 
instance — De Gasperi might 
find his strength diminished 
tremendously. It is also open 
to question whether, lacking 
the cohesive element of fear, 
he will succeed in reconciling 
so many contrasting interests 
as are today represented in 
his party. For an indication of 
future trends we must wait 
until the next election
